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Commenting on the war, Pro- 
fessor Kirchwey, of one of the 
eastern universities, utters a sen- 
timent that will be endorsed gen- 
erally. He says that a nation 
that feels that it must fight, 
should be forced to fight on its 
own territory, and be considered 
an outlaw when it invaded peace- 
ful territory in carrying out its 
military plans. He illustrates the 
Foint by saying if two’men desire 
to fight, it might not-be the prov- 
ince of a third to hinder them, 
Lut the third may take steps to 
prevent the fight from being in 
his own parlor. 

All this is in consonance with 
the i:cne, often expressed, that 
some day there shall be an inter- 
rational police. But some quar- 
rels are just. How would such 
a police know when to interfere? 
A pretty good indication of the 
necessity would be the invasion 
of neutral area. A nation can 
have no excuse resting on moral 
basis for charging through the 
possessions of an innocent party. 
Were it prevented from perpe- 
trating this outrage, war itself 
often would be averted, and the 
current dispute he settled by cool- 
er judgment, and without blood- 
shed, and the blighting of pros- 
perity. 

In many ways the present hid- 
€ous war proves the justness of 
the view of Professor Kirehwey. 
Belgium stood in the path of a 
Fower that had nothing against 
Belgium, and yet, as a mere in- 
cident, it had to be crushed, Other 
little realms suffered a like fate. 
All at the whim of one potentate, 
and as the outcome of a series 
of economic frictioris that might 
have been avoided, or by the ap- 
plication of sane methods, ad- 
justed with tragedy. Even the 
United States, great as it is in 
population, in wealth and poten- 
tial energy, has been made to suf. 
fer. Even now its commerce is 
being hampered, and its mails 
looted by military authority. In 
other words, nations that have 
become lawless to a marked ex- 
tent, presume to make laws gov- 
erning nations that still are gov- 
erned by orderly processes of 
their own. This is one of the out- 
ragous wrongs that neutrality 
has the duty of preventing, and 
the power to prevent. The situa-
